Claims 1-22 are currently pending in the instant application. Claims 5-13 and 15-22 are 
withdrawn from further consideration by the Examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1 .142(b), as being drawn to 
a non-elected invention. 

Previous Rejections 

Claims 1-4 and 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.
